The negroes now in the country must con- 
stitute a large part of this labor. Tney are here, 
and they will, for tbe present at least, remain 
here. Fandiful speculations about separating 
them from the whites or removing them from 
the country, if ever realized at all and to any ex- 
tent, can be so only gradually and npon a com- 
paratively limited scale. Practically they must 
stay where they are, and they must be fed, and 
therefore and for other reasons, also, they 
must work aDd work steadily. They must be 
made to observe their contracts. They must 
be made to observe tbe decencies and usages 
of civilization and to obey the laws. They 
must be alike protected and held responsible. 
They cannot be drones in the great hive of 
human industry or left to prey at will upon 
sreiety. He who encourages them in idleness, 
in any degree, is a fool or a knave, and de- 
serves to be hooted out of decent society. 

The negro is quite as much influenced by 
public opinion as anybody else, and perhaps a 
little more. A strong, united public opinion, 
emanating jointly from citizens and officers of 
tbe Government, brought to bear upon him, 
will do much to produce in him industrious 
habits, which will be as beneficial to him as to 
{be country at large 

The address of the President to the colored 
race, to which we have alluded in a previous 
issue proves that he is profoundly impressed 
with the necessity existing for the freed people 
to labor for their own rapport, and we cannot 
doub^> therefore, that so long as the Freed- 
men’s Bureau remains in operation he will see 
that a right influence shall emanate from it in 
this respect; and when that bureau shall be su- 
perseded, as ere long it will be, by the power 
of the respective States, working through 
proper laws and organizations, that power will 
of course be judiciously yet vigorously exerted 
in furtherance of the Industrious habits which 
we trnst will already have been initiated, devel- 
oped, and strengthened through the previous 
efforts of the Government’s agencies. 

Wg want five million bales of cotton next 
year. That crop can be mode. The soil is 
ready for it, and the labor is already in the 
country. Shall it, raw It be made available? 
That is the only question about which there can 
be any doubt. Many Southern men have small 
hope that the negroes can be made to work 
steadily; but when they perceive the Govern- 
ment and its agents taking the ground that the 
negroes mutt work, a6 well for their own good 
as for that of the country, they will be enc sur- 
aged and take heart. 

The disposition in all the States, so far as we 
can learn it, is that the freedmen must and 
shall be protected in their liberty and rights as 
free persons, but at the same time that they 
must and shall work.

There will, says a contemporary, be claims 
from Pennsylvania, West Virginia, Missouri, 
Kentucky, and Tennessee, for seizure and de- 
struction of property, to the amount of many 
millions of dollars, by both Union and rebel 
troops.

All such claims must be met with stern deni- 
al at the start. If once recogoized there will 
be no limit and no end to them, and peace will 
be more expensive than war. There Is no more 
reason why the Government should make good 
the personal losses incident to war, than those 
indirectly occurring to the business of the 
country in consequence of it. While the war 
has given fortunes to many, tt has impover- 
ished quite as many, and if the Government 
should undertake to equalize the losses its first 
obligation would be to make good the damage 
done by the legal tender act, by which hundreds 
of thousands fonnd themselves suddenly robbed 
of a large portion of the accumulations of past 
industry. It is clear that the Government can- 
not begin to do anythiag of the sort. It mast 
pay its debts and meet its actual obiigatioas 
It cannot pay the mere personal losses by the 
war without involving itself in hopeless bank- 
ruptcy and ruin. Let this be made evident by 
an unmistakable expression ofthe popular Judg- 
ment, for already preparations are making to 
bring thousands of these claims before Con- 
gress, and there will be an enormous pressure 
in their behalf.

In the first place this would enable tbe two 
educating powers, parent and teacher, to work 
in the same direction, in the next place it would 
lean to a more thorough discussion of princi- 
ples of development and culture, a more careful 
and general observation ef educational feet*, 
a more extensive comparison of education*! 
result* — all leading to a batter understanding, 
a higher appreciation, and a more general re- 
gard of humane and rational methods of 
education. 

That very few parents are aware of these ad- 
vantages of such a co-operation appears from 
the many broils between parents and teachers, 
from the readiness with which parents espouse 
the cause of their little “treasures" against the 
teachers, from tbe little interest which parents 
manifest in schools and other educational agen- 
cies, from the general ignorance of correct ed- 
ucational principles, from the barbarous meth- 
ods which the majority of parents still employ in 
disciplining their children* from the bitter op-

men taL TH let tt not be understood thet tt is 
entirely dissociated from physical forma. W* 
use thte rational knowkdge in thousands of 
ways, in cor connection with toe external 
world. 

Let us para to onr second inquiry. So far ae 
our knowkdge has its source ia external object*, 
how ter ran any educational proueaaesrtacUiiatn 
toe acquisition of ll? 

The thoughts of the Crea t or, as expressed la 
toe outer world, would remain forever uninlar- 
p reted but tor the presence of a knowing, think- 
irg being, whoee organism te In harmonv with 
Nature. In eariv infancy, the minimum if not 
the zero point of intelligence, there te little at 
no a( pearence of such adaptation. We sea only 
a sentient being, impelled chiefly if not wholly 
by instinct. Tbe highest form of observation 
results in mere sesuatson. It te akin to that of 
the brute. 8oon. however, the child awakes 
to the consciousness thet whet he teea to no 
part of himself. He dtotingwstae betweea hiae- 
self aad the objects around bias. Hte intelli- 
gent nature, which before existed only In germ, 
a called into action. He interprets hte mum 
tions, and these interpretation* are called per. 
'■ptums. Now commences the period for toe 
qoutaneons cultivation ot the perceptive facul- 
ty Nature to ready with the proper aliment for 
its Eourishment, and wise is that parent wh* 
secs to it that hte child receive* without stiat.

I think the publication of voor process of re- 
coLStruction. with the reason 5 for your faith in 
tt, will commend itself to theta-candid Judg- 
ment, and, ae I told you, inspire our who.e 
Northern people with confidence in your ad- 
ministration. 

The report is meager and unsatisfactory, but 
I think it conveys, for the most part, the spirit 
of cur conversation. Therefore, although tbe 
whole tenor of your words led me to believe it 
was not intended to be kept private, I have re- 
trained from answering the specific inquiries of 
anxious friends, whom I met an my way home, 
lest I might, in some wav, leave a wrong im- 
twHor on their minds.

I have just returned from an interview with 
President Johnson, in which he talked for an 
hour on tbe process of reconstruction of rebel 
8 iates. His manner was as cordial, and his con- 
versation as free as in 1863, when I met him 
dally in Nashville. 

Bis countenance is healthy, even more so than 
when 1 first knew him. 

I remarked that the people of the North were I 
anxious tl y the processor reconstruction should 
be thorough, and they wished to support him 
i in tbe arduous work, but their ideas were con- 
tused by the conflicting reports constantlv cir- 
culated. and especially by the present position 
of the Democratic party. It is industriously 
circulated in the Democratic clubs that he was 
going over to them. He laughingly replied, 
“Major, have you never known a man who for 
many years bad differed from vour views be- 
cause yen were in advance of him, claim them 
ae his own when he came np to your stand- 
point ?” 

1 replied, “I have often.” He said, “So have 
I, ” and went on: “The Democratic party finds 
its oU poaition untenable and is coming to ours. 

If it has come up to our position I am glad ot 
It. You and I need no preparation for this con 
venation : we can talk freely on this subject, for 
tbe thoughts are familiar to us ; we can be per- 
fectly frank with each other.” He then com- 
menced with saying that the 8 .ate* are ia the 
Union, which is whole and indivisible. indi- 
viduals tried to carry them out, but did not 
succeed, as a man may try to cut his tboat and 
be prevented by the bystanders: and you can- 
not say he cut his throat because he tried to 
doit 

Individuals may commit treason, and be pun 
i-ibed, and a large number of individuals mav 
constitute a rebellion, and be punished as trai- 
tors, Some State* tried to get out of tbe Union, 
and we opposed it, honestly, because we 
believe it to be w.ong: aid we bare suc- 
ceeded in putting down the rebellion. The 
power ot those persons who made the attempt 
has been crushed, and now we want to recon- 
struct the Bute governments, and have the 
power to do it The Stale institutions are pros- 
trated, laid out on the ground, and they must 
be taken up and adapted to tbe progress of 
events. This cannot be done In a moment. We 
I a e making very rapid progress; so rapid I 
lometimee cannot realize it; it appears like a 
CRIB. 

We must not be in too much of a hurry.- it is 
better to let them reconstruct themselves than 
to force them to it, for if they go wrong the 
l>ower is in our hands, and we can check them 
at any stage to tbe end, and oblige them to 
correct their errors. We must be patient with 
them I did not expect to keep out all who 
were excluded from the amnesty, or even a large 
number of them, but I intended tbev should 
sue tor pardon, and ao realize the enormity of 
the crime they had committed. 

Ycu could not have broached the subject of 
equal suffrage at the North seven years ago, 
and we must remember that the changes at UK- 
South have been more rapid, and thev have 
been obliged to accept more unpalatable truth 
than tbe North has. We must give them time 
to digest a part, for we cannot expect such 
large affairs will be comprehended and digested 
at once. We must give them lime to under- 
stand their new position. 

I have nothing to conceal iu these matters, 
and have no desire or willingness to take indi- 
rect courses to obtain what we want. 

Oar government is a grand and loftv struc- 
ture; iu searching for its foundation w'c find it 
rests on the broad basis of popular rights. The 
elective franchise is not a natural right, but a 
political right. I am opposed to giving the 
States too much power, and also to a great con- 
solidation of power in the central government. 

If I interfered with the vote in the rebel 
States, to dictate that the negro shall vote, I 
might do the same thing for mv own purposes 
In Pcnnsy Ivanla. Our onlv eafeiv lies in allow- 
ing each Bute to control the right of voting by 
l* own laws, and we have the power to con- 
trol tbe rebel States if they go wrong. If thev 
rebel, we have the army, and can control them 
by it, and, if necessary, by legislation also If 
the General Government controls the right to 
vote in the States, it mav establish such rales 
as will restrict the vote to a small number of 
peraone, and thus create a central despotism. 

My position here Is different from whit it 
would be if I was in Tennessee. 

There I should try to introduce negro suffrage 
gradually: first, those wfio had served in the 
army: those who could read and write, and 
ferbape a property qualification for others, sav 
; $*« or #230 

It will not do to let the negroes have univer- 
sal suffrage now, it would breed a war of races. 

There was a time in the Southern States when 
the slavea of targe owners looked down upon 
non-slave owners became thev did not own 
slaves: the larger the number' of slaves their 
masters owned, the prouder the'- were, an 1 this 
baa produced hostility between the mass of the 
whites and the negroes The outrages are 
mostly from non-elaveholding whites against 
the negroes, and from the negro upon the non- 
slaveholdir.tr whites. 

Tt* negro will vote with the late master 
whom he does not hate, lather than with tbe 
non-slaveholding white, whom he does hate. 
Universal suffrage would create another war, 
not against ns, but a war of races. 

Another thing. This Government is the 
freest and best on tbe earth, and I feel sure is 
destined to last: but to secure this, we must el- 
evate and purify the ballot. I for many years 
contended at the South that slavery was a po! it- 
tical weakness, but Others said it was political 
strength ; they thought we gained (three-fifths 
representation by ft: I contended that we lost 
two-fifths. 

If we bad no slaves, we should have had 
twelve representatives more, according to the 
then ratio of representation. Congress appor- 
tions representation by State*, not districts, and 
tbe State apportions by districts. 

Manx veare ago. I moved in tbe Legislature 
that the apportionment of representatives to 
Congracs, in Tennessee, should be by qualified 
voters. 

The apportionment is now fixed until 1872; 
l«fore that time we might change the basis of 
representation from Topulation to qualified 
voters, North as well a* South, and in due 
course of time, the States, wifhmt regard to 
eo'or, might extend the elective franchise to all 
who jme Ms e c d certain mental, moral, or such 
other qualification*, ae might be determined by 
an enlightened public judgment.

fid* The correspondent of the National Intel- 
ligencer, writing from the City of Mexico, sare 
that Maximilian madesn "extraordinary speech” 
there on the lGth ult., tbe forty-fourth anniver- 
sary of Mexican independence, intended, un- 
doubtedly, as a warning to the United States! ’ 
The writer proceeds to say: 

If an j body has been under the impression 
that Maximilian was about quilting Mexico be- 
cause he wished to avoid complications with u\ 
he has been grievously mistaken. Wishing to 
commit himself irrevocably to remain in Mex- 
ico, he said . 

“No influence In this world can make me 
waver in my duty; every drop of mv blood is 
Mtxican now, and if God sends fresh dangers to 
threaten our country you will sec me fight iu 
vour ranks for its indep udence and integrity. 
I am willing to die at the loot of our glorious 
banner, because no human power can wrest 
fronyne the trust with which you have endowed 
me.' 

No more direct menace could be made to the 
United States. Maximilian has now gone too 
far ever to say that he has been mistaken, aud 
that the Mexican people do not desire imperial 
institutions. It is evident, from the tenor of 
advices from Paris, that this determination of 
Maximilian, as well as the abandonment ot the 
journey of bis wife to Belgium, are the result of 
direct orders from Napoleon, who is determined 
to meet the issue. 

Maximilian, then, has altered his mind, and 
intends to “fight it out on that line.” Mrs. 
Max. has concluded not to go home to her 
Papa just now; and, in addition to this, Amer- 
ican Consuls in Mexico, it appears, are not 
known there. They have no standing at that 
serene and mighty court. 

Tbe Intelligencer's correspondent declares 
that matters are growing worse instead of bet- 
ter in Mexico; that guerrillas are on the in- 
crease; that new lcadeis are constantly making 
their appearance; that they have defeated the 
Imperialists on many occasions of late; that 
the policy of conciliation which was at first 
adopted has been abandoned for one of rigor 
and harshness, and that in consequence many 
terrible acts of cruelty have recently been per- 
petrated by Government officials, of which tbe 
writer gives several particulars and promises 
more. Thirteen bundred French soldiers have 
recently arrived. 

We are informed also that slavery, nnder the 
form of peonage, has just been established by 
an official decree of the Emperor, and this has 
been done with especial reference to the encour- 
agement of emigration into the country from 
our Southern States, for the purpose of en- 
abling the Emperor and Napoleon to erect a 
barrier against the United Slates. Both of these 
personages, the correspondent say*, arc looking 
forward to trouble with this country in regard 
to their pet scheme of founding an empire in 
America in spite of our favorite “Monroe doc- 
trine, "and professedly to checkmate the en- 
croachments of the great Republic upon the 
divine institution of kingcraft. If all this is 
true, we shall erelong hare business with our 
pleasant neighbors of the Aztec province. 

We have bad several reports of late to the ef- 
fect that the indomitable Juarez had shaken Mex- 
ican dust from the soles of his feet and quit the 
country. He keeps turning again, however, 
and we rather goes- he has no idea of quitting 
just yet. We guess the reports originate from 
tbe pressing desire of Mr. Max to have him 
leave. Oar Government has not recognized 
Maximilian or any of his agents. Tbe fact 
most be deemed highly significant. What is 
the Government waiting for if it intends to ac- 
knowledge Max? We don't believe it designs 
to give any countenance to this Austrian usur- 
pation in Mtxico, and we hope it will not. 

Mr. Seward, in his late Auburn speech, made 
a very {pointed and unmistakable allusion to 
this Mexican question, from which we quote as 
follows: 

With whatever jealousy we may adhere to our 
inherited principle of avoiding entangliug al- 
liance* with foreign nations, the United States 
must continue to exercise, as aiwavs before our 
civil war thev did exercise, a just and benifleent 
influence in tbe international conduct of foreign 
States, particularly those which are near to us 
on the continent, and which are especially en- 
deared to us by their adoption of republican in- 
stitutions, [Applause ] That just influence of 
ours was impaired, as ought to liave been ap- 
prehended by the American people, when they 
fell into the distractions of civil war. With the 
return of peace, it is coming back to us again, 
in greater strength than ever. I am sure that 
th> Important interest has not been lost sight 
of by tbe President of the United States fora 
single moment, and I expect that we shall see 
republican institutions, wherever they have been 
heretofore established throughout the American 
continent, -peedUy vindicated, renewed, and 
reinvigorated. [Applause ). When I shall see 
this progress successfully worked out on the 
American continent, I shall tbep look for the 
signs of its successful working throughout the 
other continents. 

Mr. 8 eward undoubtedly understands the 
views of the President in reference to this em- 
broglio and the plainness of tbe language he 
hse used was probably meant to give the coun- 
try an inkling of them. 

When Gen. Forey invaded Mexico at the 
head of a French army, NapoleoD, for once in 
his life, threw off all disguise and said unequivo 
caily that the United States must not be permit, 
ted to exercise predominant influence in 
America. That was when the personage at tbe 
Tuileries thought the “Confederacy” »n fail 
accompli. He did not doubt it for a moment. 
He thought Mr Slidell's concern would estab- 
lish its independence without any assistance 
from him of the Tuileries, and so he let slip the 
opportune moment for aiding Messrs. Slidell & 
Co. and Messrs. Max. & Co. at the same time. 

We think the Anstrlan will be disappointed 
in bis expectations of assistance from the 
Sooth— if he entertains Snv— to aid him in 
propping np a bloody throne that has never 
yet been established in Mexico or acknowledged 
in any proper way by the Mexican people. 

He is clearly a usurper, without the slightest 
claims, directly or indirectly, to be tbe governor 
of the country whore people he is engaged in 
arresting, plundering, and murdering. 

We trust the President of the United States, 
in his message to Congress, will take firm, dig- 
nified, American ground inreference to Maxi- 
milian, and that he will maintain, as we cannot 
doubt he will, the credit, the consistency, and 
the traditional honor of the American people. 
This petty Austrian despot and his backers 
should be made clearly to understand that be 
cannot be allowed so insult us and our institu- 
tions by living in Mexico, and that the sooner 
he leaves the better it will be for his health and 
comfort. The Mexicans don't want him evi- 
dently. Tbe longer he stays the more dissatis- 
fied they become. He has not restored peace; 
and it is manifest that there can be none in 
Mexico as long as he remains there. There 
has been time enough since his entrance into 
the country to demonstrate this fact beyond all 
reasonable doubt. His presence now means 
war and only war, and a most barbarous kind 
of war at that. He has chang ed his policy of 
trying to reconcile the Mexican people by mild 
meosures, and is showing his Austrian instincts 
and habits by blood and cruelty. He arrests 
the most respectable citizens simply because 
they are knewn to be opposed to his remaining 
;n the country, huniee them off to dungeons, 
o murders them on the spot! Out upon the 
usurper. 

(F A proclamation has been published, pur- 
porting to come tram the President of the 
United States, withdrawing martial law from 
Kentucky. Was that proclamation a forgery, 
or was it genuine? We supposed, and still sup- 
pose, it genuine but if it is, then what is the 
legal effect of withdrawing martial law? Can 
there be more than one answer in the opinion 
of any legal mind? Does not the revocation of 
martial law restore the laws of the States to 
their toll force and effect? Cirtainly there 
must be some law to supply tbe place made va- 
cant by rescinding martial law, and as there 
are no other laws that can take the place of the 
laws of the State under such circumstances, it 
follows that the withdrawal of martial law 
leaves the State laws free to operate as they did 
before it was declared. If this Is not the effect 
of tbe revocation of martial law, what is it? 
Does such revocation have any effect at all? 

Possibly, however, the proclamation is a for- 
gery. Doc* any body know anything about it? 

fifl*Governor Peirpoint. of Virginia, pub 
fishes a card in the New York Tribune declar- 
ing the statement that he had said that the 
Southern people would not pay any part of the 
national debt, a gross falsehood. We supposed 
tbe story a canard at the time. If General 
Peirpoint made use of any such language he 
must have done so in a moment of excitement.

The Restoration Pot.t rv and tub Dem"- 
< ratio Parit.- S ince the accession of Andrew 
Johnson to the Presidential chair, the restora- 
tion policy adopted by him has been ascribed 
by men of all parties to his peculiar workman- 
ship, and thns it has generally been presented 
ae a demonstration of his wisdom in meeting 
the great questions of the hoar. That policy, 
we think, is truly a wise one, and we have cor- 
dially indorsed it in all its points, but wc never 
regarded it as having originated with President 
Johnson. It was clearly foreshadowed by the 
lamer ted President Lincoln in the States of 
Tennessee and Arkansas, and it is now being 
carried into effect in accordance with the views 
of its anthor, as expressed by him in the re 
markable speech which he delivered at the 
White House a few evenings prior to his assas- 
sination. This fact was alluded to by Secretary 
Seward in his speech at Auburn, New York, 
several days ago. lie said: 

We are continually hearing debates concern- 
ing the origin and authorin' of the plan of 
restoration. New converts, North and 8 rath, 
call it the President's plan. All speak of it as 
if it were a new and recent development. On 
the contrary, we now see that it is not specially 
Andrew Johnson's plan, nor even a new plan 
in any respect. It is the plan which abruptly, 

| yet distinctly, offered itself to the last Adminis- 
tration, at the moment I have before recalled, 
when the work of restoration was to begin: at 
the moment when, although by the world un- 
p< reeked, it did begin, and it is the only plan 
which thus seasonably presented itself: and 
therefore is tbe only possible plan which then 
or ever afterward could be adapted. 

The foregoing statement by Secretary 8 eward 
may be regarded by some as detracting from 
tbe glory of President Johnson, bat we are sure 
that the speaker entertained no such purpose. 
Andrew Johnson and Abraham Lincoln fatly 
agreed with each other on tbe momentous 
question of restoration, and tbe work now 
making such rapid progress under the measures 
applied to it was in practical operation before 
the present Administration came into power. 
The patriotism and statemanship of Mr. John- 
son have been exhibited, therefore, not in his 
having originated those measures, bat in his 
firm adherence to them despite the exertions of 
extreme men to indace him to give them np. 
The same warfare now made npon him by the 
ultra men was made upon his predecessor when 
he announced those measures to the country. 
Bnt Mr. Lincoln stood firmly in maintaining the 
petition he had assumed, and we may expect 
of Mr. JohDson an equal degree of stability in 
upholding his present policy. 

Now, one of the most significant indications 
of the times is the fact that this restoration 
policy has been fully indorsed by every Demo- 
cratic convention lately assembled in the loyal 
8 tates, and in the elections which have occur- 
red the Democratic candidates unequivocally 
avowed their support of the policy, making it 
the all-absorbing question between their oppo- 
nents and themselves. The Democracy of 
New York, especially, have taken decided 
ground ifi behalf of this great measure, 
and they ciaim to be the only thorough Admin- 
istration party in the State. Now, the question 
arises, has Andrew Johnson, in the measures of 
his administration, adapted himself to the D cm 
ocratic party of the North, or has the party 
adapted itself to him? The question is a deli- 
cate one, and we are not disposed to press it. It 
hts, however, been unavoidably forced upon 
cur attention by the statement (which we pnb- 
ltebed yesterday) given by lion. George L. 
Stesras, ot an interview which occurred be- 
tween the President and himselt several days 
ago. Mr. Stearns saye: 

I remarked that the people of the North were 
anxious that the process of reconstruction 
should be thorough, and they wished to sup- 
port him in the arduous work, but their ideas 
were confused by the conflicting reports con- 
stantly circulated, and especially by the present 
position of the Democratic paftv. It is indus- 
triously circulated in the Dem ocratic clubs that 
he was going over to them. He laughingly re- 
plied: “Major, have yon never known a man 
who for many years had differed from yonr 
views because you were in advance of him, 
claim them as his own when he came up to vour 
stand-point?” 

I replied, “1 have, often.” He said, “ 8 o have 
I,” and went on: “The Democratic partv finds 
its old position untenable, and is coming to 
ours; if it has come up to oar position I am 
glad of It” 

Thus President Johnson holds that he has 
firmly maintained his position from the begin- 
ning, and that tbe Democracy North have 
“come up” to it 8 nch is the interpretation 
which the President has publicly given of the 
recent action of his old political friends, from 
whom he has been separated for a time. Wheth- 
er the Democratic leaders are willing to accept 
this interpretation as correct or not, we 
hope they will faithfully adhere to the 
petition which they have assumed. It 
is a wise and patriotic one, in harmony 
with tbe necessities of the country and, also, 
w itb tbe deep pulsations of the public heart 
Old party issues which agitated the nation be- 
fore the war, have passed away, and out of that 
mighty struggle new questions have arisen. 
The Democratic parly of the present cannot, 
therefore, be, in all things, the Democratic 
paity of the past To be an effective organiza. 
lion, now, it must recognize and adapt itself to 
^ the changes which have become vital facts iuour 
political history. President Johnson's position 
is the true one, and the patriotic men of all par- 
tita hitherto must, if need be, “come up’’ to it in 
order to identify themselves with the progress 
of the country and Us great interests. 

The Late Robuery of William Bowlikc, 
8 b —Our readers will remember that on or 
about the 25th day of July last, a party of ne- 
gro soldiers visited the honse of Win Bawling, 
Sr, near Trov, Gibson county, Tenn., and, by 
force of arms, 6 tole therefrom the amount of 
#6, 157 in gold. The names of the negroes who 
committed this daring robbery are Privates 
Henry Hall, Benjamin A. Sparks, Calvin Shaw, 
8 i!ae Robinson, Wyatt Pigg, Franklin Brown, 
Willis Vincent, Jerry Bondon, John McCloud, 
George Eveiett, and John Jackson, of company 
C, and Sergeant Alexander Shepherd, Corporal 
George Halfacre, and Privates Samuel Thorp 
and Richard Thorp, of company L— all of the 
4th United States colored heavy artillery. These 
men were tried before a general court-martial 
in this city during the month of September, 
found guilty of the charge as above, and sen- 
tenced to be confined at hard labor for the 
period of three years in the penitentiary, to be 
first dishonorably discharged the service. Gen- 
eral Palmer has mitigated the sentence to a dis- 
honorable discharge from the eervice and six 
months’ imprisonment. In accordance with 
the sentence thus modified, the prisoners have 
been canfined in tbe penitentiary at Frankfort. 
With the exception of a small amount, the 
stolen money has been recovered and handed 
over to Mr. Bowling. 

Mr. Seward, onr able Secretary of State, 
in his great speech at Auburn, New York, sev- 
eral days ago, spoke in eulogistic terms of each 
of his co-laborers in the Csbinet of President 
Johnson. Of our fellow-citizen, Hon. James 
Speed, the Attorney-General, he said: “I wish 
you all could understand Mr. Speed, the Attor- 
ney-General, as I do. 'I do not know whether 
he is to be more admired for varied and accu- 
rate learning or for what seems to be an intu- 
itive faculty of moral philosophy. Oaly the 
delicate nervous system, which we all enjoy, 
but so seldom appreciate, seem 9 to me to fur- 
nish a parallel for his quick sensibilities in the 
discovery and appreciation of truth [ Applause.] 
Firmer than most men in his convictions, and 
braver in his hopes of the progress of human- 
ity, he Is nevertheless temperate, thoughtful, 
and wise in the conduct of administration.” 

The Commissioner of Internal Revenue 
bos ordered the following ruling where a per- 
son neglects to pay the Income duty after the 
demand of section 119: The amount due be- 
comes a lien from the time when the tax fell 
due until it is paid. The 119th section pre- 
scribes that the tax shall be levied on the first 
day of May, and be due or payable on or before 
tbe 30th day of June. On these terms of the . 
law it can only be predicated that the tax falls 
due on the 30th of June, so that the lien at- 
taches on t hat day.

Major-General Frank P. Blair made the chief 
speech on the occasion. He made a thorougher 
anal} sis of the radical policy and presented a 
clear and conclusive argument iu support of 
President Johnson.

A gentleman was 
robbed of $21° near Bloomfield day before yes- 
terday. ’they were at Dsatsville yesterday. 
They Were finely mounted, and dressed su- 
perbly. 
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The Coxfi derate Debt. — There has been 
some discussion of the question as to the pay- 
ment of the Confederate debt by the several 
regenerated Bouthern States. Some have sup- 
posed that debt to be binding in honor, and 
that the Southern people ought to pay it. We 
don’t believe it is. We don’t believe they are 
in honor bound to pay it, or that they ought to 
be made to pay it, or that they ever will pay it. 

If the politicians who contracted the debts 
wish to pay them, why let them do it. If they 
want the pleasure of it, let them have it No- 
body will object to their doing so. But what 
they will ever pay voluntarily will never suffice 
to keep the bones of a chicken from protruding 
through its skin. Tney don’t belong to the 
paying class. They are the receivers— not pay- 
ers. It is very cool for those who forced war 
npon the country and who forced tbe people 
into tbe war to turn round and ask these same 
people to foot the bills which the conspirators 
contracted— very. Were the loans in question j 
ever authorized by the Southern people? Did 
they ever indorse them? Were they ever sub- 
mitted to them? But we mr.y be told that the 
people created tbe late Confederate Gov ! 
eminent, and the Confederate Govern- j 
ment created the debts. That is a mistake, 
a grand, radical mistake. They never created , 
that Government. It was never snbmitted to | 
them for ratification or rejection. Not one of 
tbe secession ordinances of the Gulf States was 
ever passed upon by the voters of those States 
— s mo 6 t extraordinary lact, which the future 
historian, in reviewing the late struggle, will 
not fail to notice and to attach to it the import- 
ance which it deserves. Nobody authorize 
tbe Montgomery Convention to create a gov- 
ernment, and nobody except the conspirators 
engaged In the work expected that it would at- 
tempt to do so. It was a gross and nnjuetifiab e 
and monstrous usurpation. All that the mem- 
bers of that body hod any right, or color of 
right, to do was to consult together and report 
tbe result of ffieir deliberations back to the 
people for detraction in the premises. But— 
prestt!— the moment they met they went forth- 
with to creating a new government, withoutso 
much as asking tbe people whether they want- 
ed any new government or not. The conspira- 
tors at once loet sight of and completely ignored 
the people: and they never consulted them 
eubetquentiy at a single step in the rev- 
olutionary proceedings that followed. If they 
had felt secure, as they pretended, that 
the people would have indorsed their work, 
why did they not submit it to them? 
They were afraid of the “sc bar, second thoughts’’ 
of tbe people, afraid that, if they gave them 
lime for consideration and reflection, they would 
decide against risking everything upon the haz- 
ard of the aie, and plunging headlong into the 
yawning abyss. that gaped wide as the mouth 
of perdition beneath them. The only chance of 
the conspirators lay, they judged, and they 
judged rightly, in not giving the people time or 
opportunity to think, in harrying on matters 
pell mell high over their heads, and in opposi- 
tion to the clear judgment of the masses. 

Tbe Montgomery Convention drew np no bill 
of indictment against the Government of the 
United States. It made out no list of grievances. 
It did not appeal to the impartial judgment of 
mankind. It did not lay its acts before the peo- 
ple, in whose name It profetted to be engaged 
for their approval or disapprobation. There 
wasn’t a thinking man in all the Southern 
States, who wasn't crazy, who did not feel that 
the Montgomery Convent on— and It was that 
body which set the ball of revolution in mo. 
tion— did not transcend what it had any 
right or authority to do. In fact, it had 
no right or authority to do anything more 
than consult upon the exigency of the hour, 
and it did not derive the right even to do this 
from the people. The people never elected one 
of its members! And its members never re- 
ported to the people what they bad done, or 
asked the people what they should do or ought 
to do! The people were not represented in that 
body. It represented itself and the politicians 
only— the very fellows who made the debts, 
and who now coolly ask the people whom they 
misrepresented and upon whom they brought 
dire destruction to pay them. That which was 
begun in a villainous and violent usurpation of 
the rights of the people was continued by vio- 
lence and brute force. Who authorized the 
infamous conscription laws of the Richmond 
oligarchy? Were they submitted to the people? 
Did the people approve of them? Would the 
people have filled uj the ranks of the Richmond 
armies voluntar^fehink you? If so, why 
were those cowcJRion laws resorted to? We 
need not question of any intelligent 

Sonthern man. Every such man knows that 
those armies would not have been filled with- 
out those Draconian laws which dragged 
men from their homes and business and 
forced them into the service of the Rich- 
mond despotism, and that, without such 
re-enforcement, the war would have coma 
to an end from sheer inanition, want of 
men to carry it on, long before it reached the 
tremendous proportions which it subsequently 
assumed. After the first flashes were over, 
when the people of the South began to taste In 
earnest the bitterness of war, when its leaders 
began to shoot men by the score for refusing 
longer to sustain it, if the question of contract- 
ing debts to carry it on had been submitted to 
the voters of the respective Southern States, 
and they had been left perfectly free to decide 
npon it, does any man in his senses suppose 
that they would have authorized the measure or 
would have sustained it? The subsequent 
action of the Legislate: es in assuming or gnar- 
teeing the payment of the Confederate debt was 
simply a part of the same system of force ond 
terror that brought on the war at first. The 
people never ratified that action. They could 
not do it. There were no voting people left 
out of the armies except tbe office-holders to 
ratify or reject anj tiling, and the oligarchy 
would not have submitted anything to them If 
there had been. 

The Southern people never authorized the 
debts in question, never indorsed them, never 
pledged their honor to pay them, never ought 
to pay them, and never will pay them. The 
only persons whose honor is so pledged are the 
politicians who brought on the war. They cer- 
tainly ought to pay the “Confederate loan,” re- 
deem the “Confederate cnrrency, ” and com- 
pensate everybody who has been ruined or lost 
money by the Confederate war! Walk up, gen- 
tlemen, walk up to the captain’s office and 
settle. 

We have bad two political lectures during 
the pad week, one by Wendell Pnillips, Iwfore 
the Fraternity, and the other by General Banks, 
before the Mercantile Library Association M 
Pbillipe attempted to show that the South 
would come out victorious in this struggle and 
accepted as foregone conclusions certain propo- 
sitions which cannot be regarded as fixed till 
determined by the action of C ongress. Possibly 
the address would be a pill of comfort to those 
Southerners who weep over a wasted country, 
and who, while they accept the new condition 
of things, are not in a very jubiliant vein over 
the result. General Banks took quite a differ- 
ent view of the political horizon, and his prin- 
ciples do not vary from those announced at 
Worcester by Senator Sumner. The General 
dees not propose to put tbe political power of 
this country into the hands of those who are 
fresh from the work of the rebellion. This is 
all the North demands, and it will accept noth- 
ing else, and though the newly elected Congress- 
men from Southern Stales may come knocking 
at the door with pardons in their pockets, it 
dees not follow that they will be admitted. 
The delegation In Congress from this State Is 
an unit npon the idea that we have made sacri- 
fices enough to put down this rebellion, without 
giving all the cards into the hands of men 
whose loyalty has yet to be proved.

That means that the test oath will be insisted 
upon, as we have no doubt it will be, and that 
no man who cannot or will not take it will be 
admitted. We think it ought to be repealed be- 
cause tbe circumstances existing at the time of 
its enactment were entirely different from what 
they are now, but we have no idea that it will 
be before the organization of the next Congress, 
and hence we have urged the great importance 
to the South of electing those men, and those 
only, who can and will take it.

Won’t it tend powerfully to restore tbe Union 
to its old time prestige or something more? 
And isn’t that what Lilian men everywhere 
want? Wasn't the war all about that? 

The admission of loyal Southern representa- 
tives and the restoration of civil government to 
the South will not “put the political power of 
this country into the hands of those who are 
fresh from the work of rebellion” at alL Tout 
power will still remain in the hands of tbe 
lov*l 8 tates, of those that never were in revolt, 
the loyal States will still have a very large ma- 
jority upon joint ballot of the two houses of 
Congress after every one of those lately in re- 
volt shall have been restored, and an immense 
popular majority in a Presidential election, if— 
which God forbid— there should ever again be 
a sectional contest. 

There will be no danger in restoring civil 
rights and representative government to the 
Sooth. The Southern people have had enough 
of war. They are sick and more than sick of It 
No demagogues will ever be able to fool 
or drive them into another revolt against the 
government. 8 o fsr as elections have been 
held, the voters as a general rule have chosen 
men to office who have always been opposed to 
secession, and always friends to the Union and 
the Constitution, and who, besides, have adopt- 
ed unreservedly the free basis and are engaged 
in carrying it into practical effect. 

We trust therefore that the “delegation in 
C-ongroes" from Massachusetts, and the “North, ’ 
will not ungraciously refuse admission into 
Congress to proper representatives from the 
Southern States, or refnse civil rights and self- 
government to the Southern people, or insist 
upon keeping np military governments in those 
States, and thns entail a heavy and needless ex- 
pense upon the national government, and pre- 
vent the growth of those fraternal feelings and 
social and political ligaments which were once 
in the earlier and better days of the Republic, 
and may be again, so potent in binding it to- 
gether and making it indeed one countrv. 

Tbe delegates from Massachusetts will nn* 
doubtedly exercise much influence in Congress; 
and her press and people exercise much more 
out of it. We hope they will not insist upon 
extreme measures as terms of reconciliation- 
We trust they don’t want to humiliate needless- 
ly the Southern people or to exact of them im- 
possible or degrading conditions as prerequi- 
sites to immunities and civil privileges. We 
trust her delegation and citizens will heartily 
sustain President Johnson, and, instead of seek- 
ing to inflame the passions of the section^, will 
te a * unit” in the granl and patriotic work of 
pouring oil npon the troubled waters and ex- 
orcising the spirit of discord. Massachusetts 
interests will thereby be promoted in com non 
with those of the whole country.

#S*We do not doubt that Jeff Davis will be 
tried for treason, and that, too, before a civil tri- 
bunal. President Johnson strongly intimated this 
much in his late interview with some South 
Carolina delegates who petitioned him to par- 
don the rebel ex President. President Johnson, 
though pursuing a magnanimous policy toward 
the people of the South, is inclined to test the 
merits of secession in the courts of the country. 
We hardly think that Chief Justice Cnass would 
be competent to try Mr. Davis. His legal 
opinions expressed years ago would render the 
conviction of Davis by him utterly inconsistent 
with his past decisions. A number of years 
s go, in a fugitive slave case at Oberlin, O , he 
decided that the State court should take the 
fugitive from the Federal officers, and he 
called upon the Governpr to pnt forward the 
militia to enforce the order of the court. 
It will be remembered that iu this case Jndge 
Swan intervened to prevent an arme 1 collision 
t«lween Federal and State authorities, and was 
subsequently sacrificed for the part taken by 
him In the matter. Judge Chose has been for 
many years an advocate of nullification, and as 
snch be rendered the decision alluded to above. 
By the same principle upon which he once 
urged the military authorities of Ohio to resist 
Federal authority, would he be require i, in or- 
der to preserve his consistency, to acquit Jeffer- 
son Davis, whose crime consists in obeying his 
own state in resisting the Federal Government. 
H however, Jndge Chase should change his 
opinion and convict Mr. Davis, the decision 
would be lacking In morel force, because it 
would be universally said that he changed for 
the rimple purpose of punishing a political en- 
emy. We shall insist, therefore, that Mr. Davis 
ehall be tried by a Judge who is not, as is Mr. 
Chase, fully commuted to the doctrines of nul- 
lification. The trial of Mr. Davis before a civil 
| tribunal may be productive of much good to 
tbe country, although, as we anticipate, the 
President should pardon him in the event of 
his convict ion. 

General Palmer has made a long reply to 
Governor Bramlette. It is the Governor's turn 
next — Louisville Democrat. 

We are confident that Gov. Bramlette will 
not respond to Gen. Palmer’s letter, addreesed 
to the “Editors of the Union Press,’’ which we 
reproduced in onr columns yesterday morning. 
The Governor would violate the proprieties of 
his official station were he to engage in a news- 
paper controversy with Gen. Palmer, or any one 
eke. The previous publication of General 
Palmer’s letter, addressed to tbe Secretary ol 
War, which was calculated, we think, to im- 
press the public with afi erroneous idea of the 
issues involved, made it eminently proper that 
Gov. Bramlette’e response, also, should be pub- 
lished, and, hence, tbe Governor complied 
with our request for a copy of it. We can but 
regard it as in exceeding bad taste for the General 
after publishing his letter to Secretary Stanton, 
and creating a necessity for the publication 
cf tbe Governor’s response— both of which were 
official documents, addressed to the Secretary 
of War— to address a “rejoinder” to an official 
document to the “Editors of the Union Pres 3 .’’ 
It looked as if, to say the least of it, he felt 
worsted in tbe contest. We think the publics- 
tion of tbe official documents should have ended 
the controversy, and we shall be greatly disap- 
pointed should Governor Bramlette go beyond 
them. 

#fl~ The Mississippi Legislature has dona 
another good thing. After electing Judge 
Sharkey as United States Senator for the short 
term, it elected Hon. J. L Alcorn as his col- 
league for the long term. Mr. Aleorn has al- 
wajs been an Old- line Whig of the moet de- 
cided stamp, and consequently always hereto- 
fore in tbe minority in Mississippi. He was of 
course opposed to seeeeion and war, and did 
his utmost to stave them off He will be a 
worthy compeer of Sharkey in the United 
States Senate. The Legislature of Mississippi 
has given an earnest of its sincerity, good faith, 
aud loyalty to the Union and the Constitution, 
and done itself honor by electing two such 
men to the United States Senate as W. L. 
Sharkey and J. L. Alcorn. They have been 
life long opponents of nullification and seces- 
sion and friends of an undivided Republic. 

(^Maximilian, believing, as It seems, that 
Jnarez bad fled from Mexican soil, though he 
was simply transferring his seat of power from 
Chihuahua to Pas del Norte, recently published 
a manifesto, in which he declares the straggle 
between himself and the Republican party ot 
Mexico to be decided in favor of tbe Empire. 
He asserts that henceforward the conflict will 
be confined to “honorable men of the nation 
and criminal bands of adventurers. ” He tabs 
also issued a decree announcing that all armed 
bands not legally authorized. If captured, ehall 
be tried by military commission, and, if guilty, 
speedily executed. Thus Max has declared 
pretty much of a war of extermination against 
the Mexican Liberals. Jnarez, however, is still 
on Mexican soil, and continues to resist, brave- 
ly and stoutly, the Imi>erial authority. 

Cosimutkd.— T he sentence of death bv bang- 
ing in the cases of S. N. Orange and John 
Burns was yesterday commuted to ten years' 
imprisonment in the penitentiary at Frankfort, 
by order of Major-General Palmer. The pris- 
oners were tried before a military commission 
in this city, in July last, of which Brigadier- 
General W. C. Whitaker was President. They 
were found guilty of murdering Wm. M. Por- 
ter, a citizen of Logan county, at or near the 
town of Richelieu in said county, on the night of 
April 6 th, and of burning the house of one 
Daniel Smith, a peaceable citizen of Kentucky, 
on the same night. Fik’ay, the 29th day of 
September last, was designated for their execu- 
tion, but the condemned men were, on that 
date, respited until further orders. They will 
be sent to Frankfort this morning, to be con- 
fined as ordered. 



LETTER FROM GENERAL PALMER. 

Lorisviu x, Oct 24, 1865. 

To the Editors of the Union H ess . 

1 have read the remarkable letter of His Ex- 
cellency Governor Bramlette which appeared 
in the Louisville Journal of the 23d inst, as a 
continuation of the controversy originated by 
Genera] Green Clay Smith and himself for mv 
removal from this Military Department, with 
loth surprise and regret. 

I am surprised that the Governor is not better 
infoi mtd tbap he states himself to be of tbe 
true state cf affairs in Kentucky. He says, 
and I give this statement of his as a specimen: 

* There, is not and has not been any opposition 
made in Kentucky to the freedom of the col- 
ored Eoldier and his lamilv, if so it has never 
come to my knowledge. The law of Congress 
freeing this class is acquiereed in and obeyed.” 

When the facts are and it is well known 
tbrongbent tbe 8 tate that Judges Andrews, Ap 
person, ami Pearl, of the Circuit Court of the 
State, have each decided the very law to be un- 
constitutional and void, conferring no rights 
whatever upon tne families of soldiers, and It is 
also true that the Grand Jury of Oldham, and 
other counties of the State, have preferred in- 
dictments atraiust white citizens who have hired 
aud paid soldiers’ wives for their labor, for the 
statutory offense of harboring slaves, that in 
manv cases former owners have restrained sol- 
diers’ wives of their liberty and have beaten 
them with great crueltv to compel submission, 
and no officer of the State, in any department 
of the Government, has in any manner, by 
word or act, interferred to protect them la their 
rights to freedom, or to panish men who have 
beaten them for claiming to be fret. This is 
tbe acquiescence and obedience of which the 
Governor speaks, and there may be aided to it 
the fact, of which the proof can be fonnd in 
every county of the State, that there are thou- 
sands of women aud children still restrained of 
their liberty, though thev are free by the act of 
Congress of the 3d of March. 1865 Moet per- 
sons in the State know that while there are 
manv instances of cheerful acquiescence in and 
obedience to this act of wise aud humane policy, 
it was ill received by a majority of tbe people 
of the 8 tate, and that no attempt has been 
made bv any department of the Government to 
protect the people made free by the law. 

And then in regard to the pom srotem. of 
which so much has )>eeu said by way of com- 
plaint. I am surprised that Governor Bram- 
lette should assert that “the pass system carried 
out In Kentucky and for which General Palmer 
is held responsible, was not intended to benefit 
or protect the clan of persons who were entitled 
to their freedom under auv act of Congress dr , 
proclamation of the President, but to apply to < 
those who were not embraced in any law or 
proclamation.” I am bound to suppose that ! 
the Governor has read the paper to which he 
has taken the pains of preparing a reply, aud 
that he is willing to admit that the anthor of 
the pa*s system is well acquainted with hi' own 
intentions and ought to be be ieved, especially 
when be declared that Intention on the face of 
the order upon which the system rests. The 
Governor is familiar. I trust, with these orders. 
He knows, too, that the object of the paes svs 
tern was, in the first instance, to enable the 
large number of unemployed men and women 
who were congregated In Lonisville to go else- 
where in search of employment, aud to use the 
means of travel accessible to all others In doing 
so. They were in this city, and were, from a 
vsiiety of causes, without homes, employment, : 
or food, and could onlv escape from that pre- 
dicament by emigration. I only opened the 
lines of travel and decided nothing in regard to 
freedom. Nor does any order of mine or any 
pass given in pursuance 'of auv ?nch order pur- 
port cr profess to make or declare any person 
free. 

If Governor Bramlette is as well acquainted 
with the facts as be is with the law. he knows 
that before any pa* see were issued all the rail, 
roads, Eteamtioata. and ferry-boats in the State 
had refneed peremptorily t<s transport persons 
who had no other evidence of their rights to 
freedom than that they were the wives anl 
children cf colored soldiers. In fact, it was 
ins'sted by seme tbat the act of Congress was 
void, ss respected Kentucky, because tbe law 
of the State did not recognize the marriage of 
slsrvee. Under all the circumstances, carrlsrs 
of passengers preferred litigation with negroes 
who bad no money and few friends to contro- 
versy with the masters, who were well sup- 
plied with both. I can furnish proof that in 
many cases women and children, the families 
of soldiers, were expelled from the cars and 
ferry-beats, on account of apprehensions cre- 
ated by the clamor of slaveholders and the deci- 
sions of judges that it was dangeroas to trans- 
port them. 

I think cow I am done with explanation of 
the pass system, and refer to my numerous let- 
ters, already published, for any further infor- 
mation which may be desired npon the subject. 

I regret that the Governor iu his attempt to 
reach my policy should have found it necessary 
to draw upon that never-failing fountain of ro- 
mance as well as prejudice, “insulc and outrage 
perpetrated by negro soldiers and tbel’' officers 
upon good citizens, ” and that he should think 
it just to couple them with the pass svstem. He 
says the whole system was “but a pass from 
Gen. Palmer or some of his subordinates to end 
the whole question ’ ’ The flight of imagination 
which can blend with this simple act sights and 
scenes of “insult and outrage wantonly perpe- 
trated by negro soldiers aud their officers upon 
good citizens” is wonder ful indeed. Some negro 
soldiers have perpetrated outrages in Kentuckv, 
but I have not heard of a single Instance which 
bad the remotest connection with the pass sys- 
tem. 

- But I am much more concerue 1 that the Gov- 
ernor has failed to discover the true roint In is- 
sue between na. He charge* that I assumed 
the power aud the right to destroy slavery in 
Kmtucky, aud that because the oblect was and 
is to destroy slavery in Kentucky it is uulawful 
aud at war with the Government. I now 
state, as I have before stated, that it is tnv de- 
liberate conclusion, formed after much and 

E atient study and reflection, that slavery has no 
’gal existence in Kentuckv, and that all and 
Every person In the State, who restrains any 
other person of his or her liberty upon the pre- 
ticse of eliVerv, dees so in violation of law; 
that it is the duty of Governor Bramlette, sa 
the Chief Magistrate of the State, to assert this 
right of freedom for all its inhabitants: that it is 
the !eg.l duty of all officers of all departments 
of the State government, within the scope and 
split re of tlieir power, to assert and enforce tbe 
freedom of the people of the State, and protect 
all in life, liberty, and propert': that my pas { 
system, instead of being unlawful, was sni is 
in harmony with the law which now prevails in 
Kentucky— a law, with respect to all persons 
formerly slaves, overrides all opposing laws. 

I trust, after this statement, men who question 
my policy will do so by meeting mv arguments, 
and not' by mere assertions which have no 
other surixSrt, either in fact or law, than that 
given by tbe personal character of the objector. 

I am aware from long experience that it will 
be extremely difficult to obtain for these opin- 
ions an impartial bearing. It is so much easier 
to admit old fallacies to be true than to subjen 
them to the rigid test of careful investigation, 
and then ae negroes are without inflaenre, the 
consequence of a mistake which mav operate 
unfortunately to them, is so slightly injurious 
that most men prefer an easy error to a difficult 
truth. 

In former communications on this subject, I 
have referred to the admission of Governor 
Bramlette that “slavery is dead in Kentucky.” 
He does not overlook this citation of his au- 
thority, nor deny Its literal correctness, bat ad- 
mits and still argues that “the nece-sirv anl 
logical result of the war of the rebellion ia the 
extirpation of slavery in the United States, 
aid that eonnd policy and wise statesman- 
ship, as well as true patriotism, demand 
that we should rid ourselves of its form 
as well as its name (the substance being already 
gone) In the most direct and immediate way." 

I admit with him that the form and name of 
slavery t till exist, and agree that its substance 
b gene, but do not agree with him that this 
foi m and this name have the potency which 
belonged to tbe system before its substance 
parsed away. What statesmanship is this which 
tolerates slavery so readily and values liberty so 
lightly as to bind thouaandsof human beluga in 
bondage by the mere name and form of a sys- 
tem. the substance of which has perished? Such 
a theory is logically as well as politically falla- 
cious. The colored people of Kentucky are 
either free or slaves, and to admit tha substance 
to be gone, is to declare the freedom of all. 

But as tbe Governor is not inclined to be 
bound by tbe authority of his own opinions. 1 
am not at liberty to insist that others shall be. 
and for tbat cause proceed with the reasons for 
my opinion. Slavery was a political system, 
by which Imran it was the system of govern- 
ment devised bv tbe white people of Kmtucky 
and other late clave iKates for the black and 
mixed i ace*. It was local calv in this, that 

Kentucky, through its Legislature, enacted 
laws for its protection and perpetuation. The 
lows of Kentucky were, however, onlv the con- 
tribution of the State to a general code for the 
government of the whole slave population of 
the United Btates. The slave code of Ken- 
tucky adapted slavery, as it existed in other 
State s, and the codes of other States recognized 
tbe slavery cf Kentucky. Slavery in ail the 
United States had a common origin, compre- 
hended tbe same people, and was supported by 
leva in all respects alike and by habits aud cos 
toms the sable in all tbe States By this system 
tbe black and mixed races were excluded' from 
the general political system, not only of tbe 
States known as the slave States, but from that 
of the United States. The government of these 
claeses of population was referred to such indi- 
viduals of the white race as accident might se- 
. lect with tbe designation ef masters. To these 
matters was given, with but few limitations 
and restrictiocs, fuU power over tbe persons of 
their subjects, and In return held them respon- 
sible for all needful care of their health, morals, 
and conduct. 

The master was governor to control them; 
law-giver to furnish them with rules of civil 
and personal conduct; priest. If he chose to he 
ro, to prescribe the faith to be believed and the 
cede of morals to be observed; also the power 
of this government, short of the power to de- 
prive of life and limb aud permanently impair 
tbe health, was vested In him. Ha could dis- 
solve or prohibit marriages, control all their 
domestic relations, and settle all controversies 
between them. Under this system of govern- 
ment injuries inflicted upon their persons were 
wrongs to their masters, and he alone could de- 
mand redress. 

As incident to this government, the master 
was entitled to the proceeds of their labor, and 
was held res; onsible for their share of public 
burdens and duties, including taxes sad ciri 
and military services, or, because of their para- 
men nt dutv to him. they were relieved from 
them altogether. Their political existence was 
merged in him. and they were only known to 
the general governmental system through him, 
and then onlv for the support of his authority 
and the regulation of his duties. Slavery was, 
therefore, in its largest sense a general system 
and a part ot the Government of the Bute of 
Keulutky. 



If slavery in Kentuckv was a part of tbe gen- 
eral system really extended over tbe United 
States, though actual servitude was confined to 
a part of tbe States, it must of course share the 
fortunes of tbe system. Both of these proposi- 
tions are so clear that It la believed no one will 
dispute them. Ever' man in Kentucky admits 
that the abolishment ol tiaverv ia all the States 
but this has destroyed “the substance” of Slav 
err, and the moet hopefully only cling to tt for 
a little while until tbe form and name shall be. . 
by ~cme formal act. wiped from the stature j 
books. Thev onlv differ from me ia this, ih« ; 
I maintain that ela'erv perished with its oah- 
stance, and agree with Governor K aoslette that 
with form and name alone it is ae powerful a a 
before its substance Mssed awav, or rather that 
tt ia “dead,” hut still lives. 

And slaverv was a political svsteta. a part of 
the government of Kentucky aud of all other 
late slave States. 

These two propositions, that slavery n Ken- 
tucky was part of the general system which In 
fact extended over tbe wbols United States, and 
that tt was % part of the political system of Ken- 
tucky, are so important to my view of the cose 
that I will, at the risk of being thought tedious, 
prt-ent them again aud consider them together. 

Actual slavery, the personal subjugation and 
control of slaves, was found onlv in certain of 
the States and Territories of the United States 
and amongst a few of tbe Indian tribes, bat in 
its influence it extended over the United State*, 
and the policy and measures of the United 
States and of most of the separate Sums were 
directed to its support. 

1 say nothing in thfe connection of the indi- 
rect but steady efforts of the United States Gov- 
ernment to prevent persons of Afric on descent 
from acquiring s national status, which, when 
gained, would be inconsistent with the enslave- 
ment of the whole race, but will content mvrelf 
with referring to the direct acts of the Govern 
meat, which were designed to aid the iusUtu- 
titn of slavery. Tbe most striking of these 
sets were, the Fugitive Slave Law of 1793 aud 
1850; the seta ot the Government deriving th*m 
t .e right to become the carriers of **he public 
mails-, the denial of their citizenship, even 
though born free: the denial of their compe- 
tency sa witnesses in the courts of justice un- 
less made so by local laws: the denial of their 
right to sue in the courts of the United States 
and of their right to appeal to tbe political de 
partment of the United States for protection 
against tbe acts of the States however oppres- 
sive and unjust They were as carefully ex- 
cluded from all participation In tbe Govern- 
ment of the United Stans as they were from 
snv share ia the government of the so- 
called slave States, and -be Government of 
tbe United States decllnt I to protect them or 
indeed to recognize their existence except when 
such recognition was demanded bv the Interests 
of slavery. The local influence in all the so- 
called free States tended in the same direction. 
Negroes were excluded from many of the 
free States by law. Thev were not pro- 
tected by the laws of manv of tbe free Staten, as 
they were not allowed to testify in the court*, 
and what was of far more importance, all the 
agencies by which public opinion was controlled 
—political parties and assemblies, religious 
bodies and the prees— gave their powerful Influ- 
ence to the support of tbe enslavement of the 
African race, while the courts and juries of the 
United States concurred iu asserting for the 
master bis right to seize hie staves wherever 
they might be foond. and imprisoning or other- 
wise p uni* hit,- any citizens who obstructed thin 
right. 

It may be jostlv said that up to the com- 
mer cement of the late civil war the action of 
the United States and of all the States (for there 
was something In the policv of those most hos- 
tile which looked in that directi -m) anl of the 
great political parties sod religious bodies coe 
curred in the support of slavery ss the natural 



millions nine btmdred and thirtv-rtve thocemBH 
are free and sixty-five thousand slavee. wUI 
any one, after this srrav of facts, dead that tbe 
svEtem of slavery is destroyed, or that all are free?

Slaverv was the system of government for the 
African and mixed races, and with aU its evil*, 
its w routs aud Id justice permitted, if not alweva 
practiced, toward its subjects, tt still afforded 
them a degree of protection. It is now mb- # 
verted, and It has no longer the strength to con- 
trol or protect the colored race, even if ft had a 
technical legal exiatenee. The pretended mas- 
ter baa still, from the force of pr paler habits 
sad opinions, the power to annoy hit late alave. 
but the power to harraee and annoy falls far 
short of the power of control, which la of tbe 
essence of slavery. It bet ceased in feet, ae tt 
has in law, and it needs to restore harmony be- ^ 
tween tbe races ’-at that the truth shall be per- 
ceived and admitted. A war between the races 
baa grown out of the tenacity which the dead 
claims of pretended masters ore persisting in. 

A conflict which harrsasen the trend people dis- & 
appoints and irritate* the late master, disturbs 
tbe labor sj stem of the State, compels the blacks i 
to idleness acd crime. The only solution eon- J 
sistent with sound views of the case, and of the 4 
true policy -So he preserved, of human itv, jay

for them. I do not forget that their capacity 
tor and right to freedom wm timidlv hinted bv 
a few, but their voices were loet in the universal 
detial everywhere vociferated. It was ths po- 
litk-al Fvttem reoogrlzed by the United State* 
and all the States of the Union for the govern- 
ment of tbe African and mixed race*. 

This system has passed sway— bos perished 
forever. In 1860 its supporters demxnde 1 new 
guarantee*, and thev were refused them Ire the 
American people. Trev appealed from tbe bal- 
lot b'x. repudiated the authority of the Gov- 
ernment, renounced the protection afforded to 
tbe system bv the Constitution and tbe laws 
and policy of the United States and that sup- 
port which slavery had found iu the laws of 
all tbe loyal States, and in tbe habits and ev.m 
the prejudices of their people. Kentucky, with 
her loyal sktir*. after some delay, tspoumd 
the cause of the country and concurred in the 
reversal of tbe national policy with respect to 
slavery. Although there were signs of the 
inning change, it was not until the 22 d dav of 
September, 1862, tbat Mr. Lincoln, toe Presi- 
dent of the United Staten, announced the feet 
tbat slavery and rebellion were identical, and 
that, if the rebellion did not eeaae by the vol- 
untary act of the rebels, slaverv must die. On 
that day, amid the gloom inspired by the disas- 
ters suffered by our armies noon the Potomac, 
be Issued his proclamation declaring his pur 
pose to issue on tbe 1st dav of January, 1863, 
his fort hr r proclamation giving freedom to ail 
peisons then held ss slaves In the States and 

& ut< of States, the people whereof should then 
s in rebellion against the authority of the 
United States 

On the first day of January, 1-W3, the warn- 
ing of the President having produced no effect, 
be trsned tbat State paper which has become 
hi.-torical. In It he designates certain States 
acd parts r f States wherein the people thereof 
respectively were on that day in rebellion 
agalsst the authority of the United atntes. aad 
did order and declare that all persons held as 
slaves in said designated State* and ports of 
States “are, and from henceforward shall be. 
free,” and pledged the Government to main- 
tain their freedom: aud what is quite as signifi- 
cant and important In its beatiiu noon the 
point in mntrovery, assuming that the words 
already quoted hod accomplished the fact of 
emancipation , the President proceeded to ad- 
dress the people made free m language onlv 
proper to be used to jthoee who had become 
citizens sod freemen and a part of the people 
of the United * tales, subject to hi* author! .y 
like others, snd bound to give to the Govern- 
ment Effective support. He warned them to 
abstain from all violence, unless in necessary 
self-deft usul He urged them to industr- and 
intimated to them tbe new relations aud duties 
to which they had by this act become subject 
by informing them that such of them as were 
of suitable condition weald be received into the 
military service of the United States. 

By this proclamation the antagonism of sla- 
very to the national existence was asserted, and 
the status of the African and mixed races wm 
acknowledged to be changed: thev were ap- 
pealed to m men by the Chief Magistrate of the 
Republic. Around this central, conspicuous act 
mav be arranged all the other sets of the Gov- 
ernment, severing itself from the support of 
slavery. Not following any cbroaol >gicai or- 
der, observe what has been done. The acta in 
regard to fugitive *1 aves have been repealed bv 
Congress. Persons of the African race have 
been i omnilFsloued by the President officers of 
tbe a> my. One of them has been admitted to 
the bar of the Supreme Court of the United 
Btate* aa cue of its officers. All the disabilities 
Imposed npon them by acta of Congress are 
repealed. Colored persons are made by law 
competent witnesses ia all courts of jnttlce sit- 
ting under the authority of the United States, 
ind colored men are enrolled under the author- 
ity cf an act cf Congress as part of the na- 
tional forces; and, to crown all, the President 
of the U cited States has announced in positive 
words that “slavery is dead.” . . 

Slavery has therefore ceased to be s national 
S' stem. It is denounced and condemned by 
tbat Government of which Kentucky is a part, 
the status of its late subjects to changed, and 
Is now by that Govern ment defined to be that of 
free inhabitants, with the capacity to become 
citizen*; that in their new relation thsy become 
directly responsible to this Government for the 
performance of such duties as mav be imposed 
upon them, aud are no longer bound to submit 
to slavery, even if the attempt is made to tin- 
pore it upon them. 

But it is uot by this method onlv that slaverv 
has been successfully assailed. Before the 
President's proclamation, the decisive period 
already referred to. there were in round num- 
bers four millions of slaves, without enumera- 
ting those nominally free, because the ‘ Institu- 
tion” forbade their admission to the full rights 
of manhood. These slavee were distributed 
over fifteen States of this Unkm. Including Ken- 
tucky and fcer staves, two hundred and thirty 
thousand. The largest numbsr of the four mil- 
lion were made free by the proclamoti n of 
January 1, 1863. Maryland, W«s* Virginia, 
aud Missouri, and the Indian tribe*, catching 
the inspiration of free lorn, and failing into tbe 
current of national progress, have, by their 
cwn act, destroyed slavery within their re- 
spective limit*, leaving Kentucky and little Del- 
aware. whose littleness is thus mode wonder- 
fully conspicuous, the sole conservators of 
human cbattelism, and they together. If a 1 the 
persons of tbe African aud mixed races within 
their limits were still slaves, might be said to 
retain two hundred and forty tbonnand. Three 
millions seven hundred acd tixty thousand of 
the original number being now free. 

It might te said that the reversal of the na- 
tional policy in regard to slavery, the repeal of 
all Federal taws for its protection. I he condemna- 
tion of this system bv all the loyal States, would 
destroy It. but to this may be added the actual 
emancipation of three million seven hundred 
rod sixtv thousand of the five million* to give 
force to the blow. But concede tor a moment 
that the “dlTine institution,’’ poese n. ing more 
vitality than anything ot earth' origin, livrs la 
spite of these assaults. Let us enter Kentucky 
and explore tbe facta and tee it there are not 
additional reasons for insisting that tt has 
ceased. Of the whole number of slaves in Ksn- 
tucky twenty-eight thousand eight hundred and 
eighwen are volunteers or were drafted and 
afterward entered in tbe armv of the United 
States, and therefore free. Their wives and 
children, whose freedom. Governor Bramlette 
says. Is acquiesced ia by the people of Ken- 
tucky, from reliable data, number seventy- two 
thousand and fortv-Ave. making an urging* In 
of one hundred thousand eight hundred and 
sixty -three. One hundred and twenty ulna 
thousand one bundred and thirty -seven pereoas 
of the four millions once s lavra are all that are 
left in bondage. 

But, unhappy for the United States and Ken- 
tucky. a large number of her largest slavehold- 
ers are compromised by their connection with 
tbe late rebellion. Pardoned as rebels, whether 
by tbe general amnesty or n particular act of 
the President, they renounced slavery— as un- 
pardoned rebels they own neither hou«ea, laud* 
or slaves. Tois class of persons were, when 
they were more willing to be classed as rebels 
than now. supposed to have owned one-half of 
the tlaves cot embraced within the enumeration 
of soldiers and their families, making sav aixtv- 
five thousand: thus cue hundred and eixtv flve 
tbouEard of the two hundred and thirty thou- 
sand we fret.

ArrEAi. for the Washington Fruedmex. 

A pathetic appeal, in behalf of the suffering 
C' lored men of Washington, has just been is. 
sued by Mrs. Josephine Grifting, agent of the 
National Freedmcn’s Association, exhibiting 
tLe destitution existing among that class in the 
city. The census ot 1860 gives the colored res- 
idents of the city at 14,000, since which time at 
least 2,500 freed people have been added, a large 
proportion of which are women and children, 
refugees from Virginia and Maryland. The 
appeal represents that thousands of the people 
are extremely destitute and unable to obtain 
self supporting employment. Notwithstanding 
tbe Association has disbursed a large amount of 
stores to tbe suffering, it has found its benili- 
cence entirely inadequate to supply their Im- 
perative wants, and is now obliged to appeal to 
the benevolent to aid it in its philanthropic work. 
Mis. Grilling represents a fearful mortality ex- 
isting among them, the Quartermaster 's depart- 
ment having isened, during the hot weather, 
an average of eighty coffins per week. She 
says that there can be no donbt that the sani- 
tary condition of most of the poorest class con- 
duces much to the fearful mortality among 
them, as they arc compelled to breathe a very 
ittpure air within and a stench from without. 
Tbe remains are often covered with ver min 
after death. It is the opinion prevailing among 
close observers that three-fourths of these 
children die from neglect and want. In one 
family of a eoldicr who lost his life in battle, 
five out of ten of his children have died since 
March, 1865, from the above causes. In another 
case, three out of seven children of a soldier 
drafted in December last, have starved to death 
within the last three weeks. The mothers in both 
cafes were prostrated with sickness, and all their 
supplies were suddenly and entirely cut off. 

In the fame square, mothers, sons, wives and 
children of soldiers, still in the Government 
seivice as regular United States troops, are 
suffering for the necessaries of life, knowing 
nothing more of their men, they say, than that 
when they are dead they don’t come home. 
Near these lives another soldier’s wife, having 
four children, who, as he says, were starved out 
in Frederick, Maryland. They have neither 
bed, table, nor chairs, nor any household uten- 
sil, having a fry ing pan. oat of which they all 
eat with their fi Deere. Mrs. G. continues: 
“When I found her she had obtained two days’ 
work, and with scanty wages, to keep the chil- 
di en alive, but said: ‘God knows how often we 
are hungry.’ These cases might be multiplied 
to scores atd hundreds in and around the Cap- 
ital. Tbe Freedmen 's Bureau has no authority 
fre m Congress to aid these people, and the as- 
sociation has finally beeu compelled to publish 
a report representing these facts, and appeal 
for the contributions ot the charitable in all 
pai ts of th e Union.” 

Hung —The Jasper Courier is informed that 
on Tuesday night last a party of men attempted 
to break into the house of a citizen of Crftw- 
ford county, Indiana, bordering on Dubois 
county, but were fired at from a window and 
coo<i>elled to leave. The next morning a cou- 
ple of suspicious-looking strangers were dis- 
covered hiding in the woods, and were sur- 
rounded and taken into custody by a number of 
tbe citizens, who asxed them lo give a satisfac- 
tory account of themselves, which they failed 
to do. They were then accused of being the 
men who robbed Summers and tried to break 
into a house there, which they did not denv. 
Tnty were then asked to tell their names and 
where their partners weie which they refused 
to do. Tbe citizens then procured a rope and 
hung them to a tree to compel them to divulge 
on the ethers, which they positively refused to 
do, and after banging and letting them down 
several times, without eliciting any informa- 
tion, they were found to be dead. 

Thanksgiving.— President Johnson has de- 
signated the first Thursday of December as a 
dsy of national thanksgiving. Until wi thin 
the last twenty or thirty years this festival waa 
peculiar to New England, though now observed 
in almost every State in the Union, and always 
appointed during the month of November. The 
credit of its Institution la generally ascribed to 
tbe “Pilgrim Fathers,” but, in fact.it is of Eng- 
lish rather than American origin. It dates 
back to the discovery and JBeteat of what has 
ever since been called the “Gunpowder Plot,” 
during the reign of King James I. A day of 
general thanksgiving was at that time appoint- 
ed, as appears by the following, which we copy 
from a curie us old work: “And James was glad 
that be was alive; therefore he appointed the 
5th day of the month of November as a day of 
thanksgiving forever. And bonfires are made, 
ard iqnibe and crackers are let off in the streets 
in derision of the devil and his gunpowder plot 
until this day.” 

A New pRorosmox — An old and influentia 
member of Congress has submitted to soma of 
his friends a new plan for tbe settlement of the 
vexed question of Bonthern Representation in 
Congress. It is as IoIIowe: Let a select com- 
mittee (a joint committee would be better) be 
rased, to whom the constitutions of the “re- 
constmcted” rebel 8 tates shall be submitted 
with all papers bearing upon the subject. This 
committee shall cbnsider, first, whether the 
State constitution is republican in form; sec- 
ondly, whether it is the act of tbe loyal people 
of the State over which it is sought to establish 
U; and thirdly, whether domestic tranquillity is 
1 so far restored in 6 uch State that its people can 
maintain its constitution. To the House Com- 
mittee of Elections each Individual case would 
te referred as usual, but said committee will 
naturally await tbe report by the Select Com- 
mittee from each 8 tate.

The income of the Government from internal 
revenue is again on the increase. Thus far in 
the current week it has averaged cloee on to a 
million a day, or equal to nearly six millions a 
week. Bince the commencement qfg.be current 
fiscal year, July 1, the National 1 reisury has 
received from this prolific source about ane hun- 
dred and fourteen million dollars, or a weekly 
average of nearly seven million dollars, equal 
to an aggregate of over three hundred and sixty 
million a year.

A Washington special to a this morning’s pa- 
per says: It appears, after ail that had been 
said about mastering out the Veteran Ressrve 
Corps, that the order about to be issued simply 
directs the commanding officers to prepare sep- 
arate rolls of those men who desire to be dis- 
charged the service and those who wish to be 
retained. This is for the purpose of mustering 
out those who wish it, reducing the number of 
officers, and consolidating the corps, which 
Congress will be asked to make a permanent 
organization, into which men who have been 
wounded and desire to re-enter the service, bat 
who cannot enlist in the regular artnv accord- 
ing to the regulations on account of existing 
disabilities, will be admitted. 

A portion of the patty of European capital- 
ists now in this country, including the son of Sir 
Morton Peto, v isited Richmond and Petersburg, 
Va, during the past weeh, and spent some 
time viewing the battle-fields in that vicinity. 

The Buenos Ayres newspapers of the 20th of 
September, have reached us by way of Europe. 
They contain little additional in regard to the 
war between Paraguay and the allies. The 
Paraguayans have respected property protected 
by our national flag. 

The new line of steamers between New York 
ard Rio Janeiro, in addition to the subsidies 
granted by the United 8 tates and BraxiL has 
been voted $20,000 by the Argentine Congress 
on condition that the trips of vessels be ex- 
terdtd to Buenos Ayres. 

President Johnson’s address to tbe Brazilian 
Minister has attracted considerable attention 
both in France and England, and in each coun- 
try it ia inferred that the President’s advice to 
tLe Brazilians to aim at sustaining themselves 
absolutely alone, implies the abandonment of 
the Monroe doctrine. 

Files by the steamer Africa have been received. 
The Pope’s allocation against secret societies 
hits occasioned a great stir among the conti- 
ntntal Free Masons. It is reported that iu 
Pari?, lodges of every rite except 8 cotch have 
assembled to determine on the proposal of re- 
conciliation. General McKinch, who is Grand 
Master, and at tbe same time commander of the 
National Gnard, is sorely perplexed. It is said 
that he will resign his functions as Grand 
Master. 

In regard to the Adams Russell Correspond- 
ence the London News says:. It should not be 
forgotten that claims made by Spain against 
the American Government under similar cir- 
cumstances were only settled by treaty, and 
that those made by Portugal furnished materi- 
als for argument which lasted more than thirty 
years. If powers such as Spain and Portugal 



in 1 ke circumstances felt themselves boundlto 
p< rpetual discussion until they obtained some 
sort of settlement, it is not probable the United 
States et America will follow a different course. 
Assuredly Lord Russell’s refusal to refer the 
matters now in dispute will not settle them. 

Tie 1 imes says It Is just as possible that to 
avoid the payment of a few hundred thousand 
or million of money we mav base our opposi- 
tion© n principles so untenable as to cause us 
wten the cose is reverted, when Americans are 
neutral and we are belligerents, to suffer terri- 
bly in person and pocket. We do not appre- 
hend war, for war in these days could not arise * 
out of this business, but something nearly as 
bad may arise in the future, when the practice 
we have defended may be turned against us iu 
a way that is hideous even to surmise. 

The Liverpool Post says the manner in which 
tt e London pre-s have reviewed the Adams- 
Russell dispatches, does not promise success to 
the English view of the Alabama question 
l ord Russell did not appear to be aware that 
the United States bad retreated from the posi- 
tion taken by Mr. Quincy Adams in the Portu- 
gal business. It is possible he may jet be 
brought to admit that the alterations made in 
American laws in consequence of the decision 
with Portugal are consonant with justice, aud 
that, befog behind the Americans in this mat- 
ter we must take the consequences 

The London Star says that Earl Russel!, fo his 
anxiety to save the maritime powers from the 
responsibility for injury which their subjects 
may unttoughtedly cause to belligerents, has 
taken up very dangerous ground for maritime 
cations when they may be made in turn to suf- 
fer hv such acts. Whatever views mav be taken 
of the injustice of the claims in regard to the Aia- 
L_ ira. we trust no British statesman whl fall into 
tbe gi ievous blunder of placing onr commerce at 
tie mercy of desperadoes who mav issue from 
neutral ports during seme of our future wars. 
Dees Lord Russell really mean to contend that 
tte power of England is unequal to stop such 
an cutrage as the issuing of the Shenandoah 
from the port o! London to become a privateer, 
alter having had arms supplied to her on the 
high seat? Earl Rinsell deseives all credit for 
his industry in endeavoring to shut the mouth 
of Mr. Adams by quotations from what his 
grandfather said and did fifty years ago; but at 
tbe same time the security of commerce at the 
present day is a subject of greater importance 
to the people of England.

TRIAL OF JEFF DAVI 8 . 
tEycciai Dispatch to the Cincinnati Gazette.] 
Naw York OcL 27. 

The Herald of to- morrow morning will an- 
n< unce all the details of the arrangements of 
the Government for the trial of Jeff. Davis. It 
appears that the trial was decided upon In Cab- 
inet feseion. In August last, and the Gov- 
ernment bas only waited for the cloee of the 
Wertz trial to make the announcement. The 
holies entertained by the friends ot Davis since 
the speech of the President to the South Caroli- 
na delegation, in which heintimited that clem- 
ency toward Davis ought to be exercised, are to 
be dashed to the eatth. The trial is to be be- 
fore tbe Supreme Court at Washington, and 
elate Davis’s State has nullified the ordinance 
ot eeteeeion, instead ot repealing it, he will be 
tried as If etiil a Senator of the United States. 
It is supposed that Mr. Chase will preside. 
The charge will be that of treason, and will be 
c< nfintd to a few specitlcatiens 

The purpose of the Government is not merelv 
to pun i* b Davis, but to define the nature of 
treason, fix its punishment, reveal the cruelties 
of which it has been the fmitfnl source, and e-- 
tabibh a legal precedent for the future which 
will be a tenor to traitors hereafter, and for- 
ever disgrace ihe treason which, for a time, was 
respectable by reason of its power and formida- 
ble proportions. 

The Altorney-General has selected the coun- 
sel to aid bim in the prosecution, and Mr D.- 
vis has been allowed to select hie attorney*. 
Mr. Speed will be asMstedin the prosecution by 
Major -General Lovell H. Rousseau, of Ken- 
tucky. Hon. William M. Evarts, of New York, 
ai d Hon. John H. Clifford, of Massachusetts. 
Mr. Evarts disputes with Charles O’Connor, the 
piindpal lawyer of Mr. Davis, tor the front 
rank among the lawyers of New York. He is 
probably the ablest criminal lawyer ret lin- 
ed fo the case. As a strong Republican, 
he wn 8 the 8 eward-Weed candidate for 
ti e Senate, when it was understood that 
St nctor Mergan was to be appointed Secretary 
ol tbe Treasury. He has never held any politi- 
cal ( ffice, though he has been prominent in 
politics. Mr. Clifford was Attorney General of 
Massachusetts, and won his first legal laurels 
a. tbe prosecutor of Webster for the murder of 
Dr. Fa; kman in 1850. General Rousseau and 
Mr. Speed are well known to the public. 
Cbaries O’Conner will be assisted by Ransom 
II. GilUtt, formerly Solicitor of Treasury in 
Buchanan's days It is stated that Mr. Davis 
di elates kis intention to conduct hi 4 case lo 
person.

Banks spoke this evening in the Town 
Hall at Malden to an immtiise audience. Much 
interest was manifested m what he might say, 
as it was understood he would reply to the at- 
tack made upon him last week bv Wendell 
! Phillips in the lecture, “Tee 8outh Victorious.’’ 
The General dwelt at some length upon the 
| question that had been raised, tonching his 
rights of citizenship in Massachusetts, because 
be was not sure whether toe people of hi? dis- 
trict were satisfied in their own minds whether 
he was a citizen or not. His explanation cov- 
ered bis whole course of life since he left the 
State, five years ago. In explanation of his 
connection With the New Orleans bar, he said 
be was admitted by toe statute of his being a 
member of the bar of toe Supreme Court of the 
United States. The only oath that he was 
called upon to take was that he had never 
taken up arms against toe authority of the Fed- 
eral Government. In reference to his course in 
Louisiana, he asserted that he was followed bv 
the curses of every disloy al man in Louisiana. 

General Banks said his administration in that 
State was in direct and religious conformity to 
the orders of Mr. Lincoln. There was not an 
act in bis life in connection with the froedman 
ot Louisiana which, when properly presented, 
would not receive toe approval of the people of 
Massachusetts of all parties. There was not a 
single order or regulation of principle in his 
policy that would not be approved, when prop- 
erly explained, by every good man and woman 
in the country. He had heard that it had l>?en 
asserted by a man of large oratorical powers that 
a Mi jor-General had withheld the pay of col- 
ored soldiers on toe pretense of supporting their 
families and of providing them with scioola. 
This unquestionably referred to him, and he 
would answer it by saying emphatically that 
there was not a single word of trath in such an 
assertion.

Tiik Thumb-screw Story.— A fter etatiDg 
that Dr. Mudd had been discovered under a 
platform at the bottom of a steamer, the New 
York Tribune says: 

He was immediately brought lo the fort and 
the thumb screws applied to him, and, under 
the pressure of pain, acknowledge! that Kelly, 
with whom he haff formed an acquaintance 
within a few days, had agreed to help him to 
escape on tbe promise of receiving Mudd's gold 
watch. Kelly wnA thereupon rowwhed to the 
fort, a drum head court-martial held, and he 
was sentenced to six years’ imprisonment and 
hare labor in the Tortngas. The vessel then 
sailed without Mudd or Kelly, and the papers 
were forwarded to Washington for confirma- 
tion. 

The Tribune says it received its information 
from an officer of toe steamer in question, the 
Thomas A. Scott. 

In reference to this matter, a Washington dis. 
patch in Saturday’s paper said; 

n 1 8 ® a * d 1° k® no troth in the report that 
Dr. Mudd was tortured by thumb-screws after 
his attempt to escape from the Tortngas. 

We refuse to believe, as we said last week, 
the story of the atrocious and damnable out- 
rage. It is the first time, so far as we know, 
in the history of this country, that the allega- 
tion of thumb-screw torture of a prisoner has 
ever betn made, and for the honor of the Re- 
public we hope it will be the last. 

Though regarding the story as a libel upon 
the officers at the Tortngas, we are still desir- 
ous of knowing what gave color to it; and, far- 
ther, the public will doubtless be curious to 
learn whether thumb-screws are kept by the 
officers at the Tortugis, and for what purpose. 

It is noteworthy that the New York Tribune , 
publishes the statement we have copied, and ap- 
parently believes its truth, without one word of ] 
condemnation of the barbarous act, worthy ; 
only of the Inquisition and the tenth century. 

H we had a government capable of winking 
at such atrocities would the radical* applaud 
them? . 

We reiterate the hope that the Government will 
order a prompt and thorough Investigation in- 
to the allegation in question. The shadow of 
such a report ought not to pass unheeded. We 
should oeware of the entering wedge into the 
habitudes of despotism. None but reptiles un- 
worthy the name of men can justify them. We 
should feel like kicking a dog who would not 
bark at their bare mention.

He is not authoriaed to fix the status of the 
country on this point by the act of Cougren. The power 
ol suspension d> pends on the tact oi rebellion aod iu 
crutinuance. It ceaaea with the rebellion, and ’hatjart 
is aa much within judicial cognisance a a is any other 
fact under which rights exist and are held. Aa tb« 
privilege of the writ of habeas corpus it a constitution- 
al right of every citizen, we are bound to observe a 
•trict construction of every act which th-e-ctena to de- 
prive him of it. We have here an expreaaion of legisla- 
tive intent, which ia plain that tbe suspension of the 
I privilege of the writ is only to continue during the re- 
; hellion. When that erases, the right of the Preat dent 
to continue the am pension ceases, and courts arc bound 
I to give to the citizen his rights under the privilege. 

I There is nothing prescribed aa to what shall be the evi- 
dence of it It is, therefore, to be ascertained like any 
other fact by evidence appropriate to such a fact 
There ia abundant evidence in the current history o' 
I the times that the rebellion no longer continues. \VV 
know iU organization ia entirely destroyed, ite armies 
captured or surrendered, iu officers imprisoned or pa- 
roled. In addition, we know tluvt our own armies are 
being as rapidly musiered out aa pvaaibV. Tbe return- 
ing ao'diere crowd our itreets daily, aud we cease to 
look for battles and victories as even’s as lift!* to be ex- 
pected as before rebellion commenced. There is net a 
single known body ef men in arras anywhere under the 
dice well-kDown organization called the ’ Confederate 
States of America.” It is completely obliterated, with 
all its forces. Civil government )uu been set up in ail 
tbe rebellious Mutes but one, and trade opened be the 
proc'amation of the President, with scarcely any re- 
striction. Every post, navy-yard, and port, is again in 
the government and entire control of the United States, 
and war has cessed everywhere in the land. The lime 
has arrived, therefore, when a return tojltc enjoyment 
of civil rights, under civil government, must take price, 
and when, by express limitation, the suspension of tlie 
habeas corpus should cease. 

Th’s being so. the authority of tlie Preaident [waiv- 
ing all other considerations at this time), without more, 
is not a sufficient warrant for the arrest of a c tizen. 

“ No warrant shall issue” for the arrest cf any person 
“but upon protwhle cause, supported by oath or aiiiaua- 
tion. "^Constitution of (hr United States. 

’•No warrant to search places or to te’zi anv person 
or thing shall issue without prolmlde cause, supported 
bv oath or affirmation .” — Cohstilutivn of /Viuwyfsa- 
nia. 

There twine no oath here charging a crime or off- use, 
and a warrant to authorize an arrest, the arrest is 
therefore unauthorized, and the prisoner is entitled to 
be Oiseharged. In this decision no conilict ought to be 
felt to exist ritwesn the civil and luiiitari authority. 
It is an important clause of our Bill of Rights ‘that the 
military shall in all cases and at all times be in strict 
subordination to the civil power and it will doubtless 
he as agreeable to the military authorities that there 
should ha a return to the normal condition of the coun- 
try, since happily peace reigns, as it is to the civil au- 
thority. No other legal condition can poa-ihiy exist 
now. On this return, therefore, I must discharge the 
prisoner'. 

I c’an. bare nothing en the argument that the prisoner 
is arrested because there has been a trial before a mili- 
tary trinbnal about something of tbe uature of which 
I am not iufoi rued, and that the presumption of his con- 
viction occariv us his arrest. All this is ultra the return, 
and need not be noticed. 

Prisoner discharged.

It 
is lime to restore an era of good feeling between 
the lately opposing sections To effect this, it 
isncceseary and becoming that the people, the 
private citizens, as well as the ofti ial in- 
cumbents, of either section, should make 
mutual advances to a more kind, cor- 
dial, and heartfelt intercourse We all 
really admire the great armies of toe North and 
their great commanders, and no reason now 
remains why we should not evince that adtnira 
tion In onr daily Intercourse. In truth, the 
North and the 8oiith rc?pect each other more 
now than before the war, and the conjoint ef- 
ftets of their respective achievements have sur- 
prised, amazed, and astounded ail Christendom 
Tbose achievement?, whether by the South or 
tbe North, have now become national property. 
We are again one people, and mav well be proud 
of the prowess exhibited bv cither section. 
Time enough, too, has elapsed for the smart of 
irritation felt by either party at recent defeats 
to subside and pass away. We should now be 
able to talk over the affairs of the war, and all 
other affairs, without angry collisions.
